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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art, Fricke et al teach the use of compounds of instant formula (I) and 
their derivatives in the method of treatments as instantly claimed. Castaner et al teach the use of 
the hypolipedemic cholesterol absorption inhibitor, ezetimibe, for treatments as instantly 
claimed. Applicants have demonstrated synergism between the compound of formula (I) and 
ezetimibe (page 18 in the specification). This synergism is neither taught or rendered obvious by 
the prior art.
